Federal Court May Be Asked to Block 
New City Law Aimed at the 
Car Strike-Breakers. 


That the local managemeut of 
the 
Fort Wayne & Northern Indiana Trac- 
tion company would attempt no re- 
course against the "anti-strikebreakers" 
ordinance pasßed by the city 
council 
Tuesday evening, but would await de- 
velopments, was the statement Wednes- 
day afternoon of Hon. James JL Bar- 
rett, president of the corporation. 


Until the ordinance is signed by the 
mayor, in effect and an attempt made to 
enforce it nothing here will be done 
about the measure, which requires con- 
ductors and motormen to have had four- 
teen days' experience on Fort ^Yayno 
lines bèfore being placed in charge of 
cars; 


Federal Interference May Come. 


That there may be sought a federal 
injunction to restrain the city from en- 
forcing the ordinance is admitted. Pres- 
ident Barrett stated 
Wednesday 
aft- 
ernoon that he could 
not 
say 
what 
would be done about that phase of the 
matter. Hon. Ferdinand Winter, of In- 
dianapolis, is the western counsel for 
the United States Mortgage & Trust 
company, of Fiiiladelphia, 
holders of 
the traction company's bonds. It was 
Mr. Winter who procured the federal 
injunction from Judge A. B. Anderson 
to restrain the carmen from going on 
Btiike. 


President Barrett says he can merely 
inform Mr. Winter of what has token 
place here and that recourse to the Uni- 
ted States court for an injunction will 
be decided by the Indianapolis attorney, 
acting for the bondholders. 


Statement By President Barrett. 


"1 have not at this time been able to 
get a copy of the ordinance passed Tues- 
day night by the city council, in which 
that body seems to assume the author- 
ity to manage and direct the service on 
the street railway lines of Fort Wayne, 
but from the scope of the ordinance, ¡la 
indicated by newspaper publications, I 
have no hcsitancy in saying that the 
measure will be without the slightest 
effect on the traction company in' tJw 
operation of its cars in tliis city." 


This statement was made by Hon. 
James M. Barrett, president of the Fort 
Wayne and Northern Indiana Traction 
company, Wednesday morning, in refer- 
ence to the Korte ordinance making it 
unlawful to place cit}- street cars in 
charge of motormen and conductors who 
have not had at least fourteen days' ex- 
perience in such service. 


President Barrett stated that he waa 
arranging to procure a copy of the ordi- 
nance and conid state more dctinit'.'ly 
what recourse the 
traction 
company 
would take when he Iiad read tiie te.Kt 
of the raeaaure. 


May Seek Federal Injunction. 


That the traction company may sook 
a federal injunction to restrain the city 
from enforcing the ordinance is strong- 
ty hinted. 
President 
Barrett 
stated 
Wednesday morning that Judge A. B. 
Anderson, of the United States distri, t 
court for Indiana, had already held that 
a similar ordinance 
was 
invalid and 
without force. 


An injunction would, in such a catj» , 
lie against the city government and en- 
join it from putting the terms of the 
ordinance into effect. The ordinance is 
a penal measure and provides for a fme 
of from $.5 to $100 for violation. 


May Appeal to Utilities Board. 


The traction company has a right to 
appeal to the state public service com- 
mission on a complaint that the ordi- 
nance is an unreasonable measure. The 
state board would then have a hearing 
upon it and determine whether or not 
the traction corporation is unreasonably 
restricted in the proper operation of its 
cars by the provisions of the ordinance. 
Meanwhile, 
however, 
the 
ordinance 
•would remain in effect as being 
prima 
facie reasonable, and would doubtless 
have its intended effect on the strike 
now in progress on the 
Fort Wayne 
traction lines. 


It is expected that later in the day 
the traction company will take steps to 
teat the ordinance in some tribunal, eith- 
er federal or state. 


Pending that step the traction com- 
pany will proceed to ignore the ordi- 
nance, which cannot 
become effective 
earlier than Thursday morning, when it 
shall have had legal publication atid 
signature by the mayor. 


Some Thought Action Hasty. 


After the street car ordinance had 
been read a second time in the city 
council Tuesday evening, Herman Korti, 
member from the Tenth ward and au- 
thor of the . measure, moved that the 
rules be suspended, the ordinance read 
I, third time and put on its passage. 
J^s precipitated a lively debate. 
' Councilman Paul Kinder saitl he be-

MARCHINa HOSTS 


G-reat Parade is Climax of 
National Encampment 
at Washington. 


\\^ashington, Sept. 29.—All that re- 
mains of the Union army of 200,000 
which fifty years ago passed in review 
before President Johnson marched Up 
Pennsylvania avenue from the capitol 
to the white house today and was re- 
viewed by President Wilson. Thousands 
banked along the line of march cheered 
the G. A. R. veterans. There were con- 
federate veterans in the crowd and they 
did some hearty cheering, too. 


Scenes of patriotism marked the pas- 
sage of the veterans at President Wil- 
son's stand. 
The president waved his 
hat to the old soldiers. 


Join in Singing. 


As a fife and drum corps passed the 
veterans 
playing "Rally

As 
eaeh contingent swung along applause 
broke out afresh, and many of the old 
soldiers responded to

Tired by the march from the capitol 
to the white house, a little more than a 
mile, veterans looked exhausted when 
Ihey reached the president's stand.

Today's War Newi 
GiT«n in Summary. 


Marked successes for the arms of 
the entente allies, those in France 
evidently in continuation of their 
vigorous general offensive 
started 
last Saturday, are recorded in the 
official statements issued in London 
and Paris today. 


On the western front the offensive 
movement is being vigorously pressed 
and further advances have been 
scored. 


Far off in Asia an important mili- 
tary movement against the Turks 
has resulted in a brilliant victory for 
the British in Mesopotamia. 


On the other hand, the Germans 
declare they hâve succeeded in recap- 
turing a part of the territory the 
British had won north of Loos in 
northern France. 


The beginning - of 
the 
predicted 
drive by 300,000 Austrian and Ger- 
man troops into Serbia is also re- 
ported by the Athens correspondent 
of a London news-agency, who says 
the advance has begun in the direc- 
tion of Orsova. 


In communications notably confi- 
dent in tone the French war office 
emphasizes the importance of th/e 
victory won by the allies in their 
new offensive on the western front. 
It recounts that the Germans havie 
been compelled to give up strongly 
fortified positions on an extended 
front which they had been ordefled 
to defend to the last and declares 
that they have suffered since the be 
ginning of the allies' offensive the 
loss of 120,000 men killed, woimded 
and missing. 


The lessening for a time of the 
German pressure 
on the northern 
half of the Russian front is believed 
in Petrograd military circles to have 
been due in part to the withdrawal 
of large bodies of troops to reinforce 
the German Unes in the west. 


The latest statement of the Rus- 
sian war office says the situation 
around Dvinsk 
is 
unchanged, but 
that^ the heavy fighting is continuing. 


Paris, Sept. 29.—German casualties 
in the recent offensive of the FreneJi 
and British incbiding killed, wounded 
and prisoners, were given officially by

sena t e r u l e s . 


It is to be said further that no ac- 
tion which the people earnestly desired 
was

])revcnted 
by

filibuster. 
Often there has been delay, and some- 
times of a very senseless and vexatious 
sort.

thwart their will . The ship purchase 
bill could hardly have been held up if 
there had been any real popular demand 
for it.

bankers who will act as syndicate n»an- 
agera in their section of the country. 
In the south and west these groups 
will operate over 
somewhat 
enlarged 
areas; in the middle west the north At- 
lantic states and New England where 
the population ia dense, the groups will, 
in some cases, confine their 
activities 
practically to the 
city in 
which 
the 
members banks are located and its im- 
mediate suburbs. 


Sees Progress Made, 


On behalf of J. P. Morgan & Co., it 
was said today that interest in the pro- 
ject was growing enthusiastic in prac-

Because the bonds will be sold four 
points under their par value Great Brit- 
ain and France will have placed to their

Any kind of a cruiser is primarily a 
weapon of opportunity. 


The battle cruiser, which has been 
talked of so much of late, bears the 
same relation to the superdreadnaught 
as the old armored bruiser did to the 
battleship of the Spanish war type, or 
as the wooden frigate bore to the three- 
decker ship-of-the-line of Nelson's day. 


The cruiser is inferior to the battle- 
ship in hitting power and in resisting 
power. For instance, the modern cruis- 
ers carry eight big guns, as against 12 
on the dreadnaught. Its offensive power 
is, therefore, only two-thirds as great. 
Similarly, its weight of armor and gen- 
eral protection against attack is only 
from one-half to two-thirds that of the 
battleship. 


In other words, battle cruisers cannot 
fight battleships with much chance of 
success. 


It is in speed that the value of the 
battle cruiser lies. The latest types in 
foreign navies develop 30 knots and can 
stand any kind of weather. 
In July, 
1914, England had nine battle cruisers; 
Germanv four, and Japan four. 
The 
United States had and has none. 


We have ten such armored eniisers as the North Carolina, here shown; none of them can make more than m 
knots. 
Of armored ships making more than 33 knots, some as high as 30, Japan has six, Russia 
ten, Italy ten, 
France six, Great Britain and Germany many more.

words, 
they 
are 
obsolete. 


But though the battle cniiser cannot 
stand up and fight tlifi battleships, it ia 
nevertheless more poAverful in general 
offense and defense than any other type 
of vessel. It is difficult to lay down a 
definite use for the battle cruiser that 
would apply under all circumstances; 
everything depends on the immediate 
opportunity at hand. 


For instance, if the enemy's 
fleet 
happened to establish a base far away 
from its home waters and attempted to 
keep up the necessary line of communi- 
cations with home by a transport ser-

There is another self-evident use for 
the battle cruiser: 
In the previous ar- 
ticle I discussed the necessity for scout 
ships in order to determine the location 
of the enemy's fleet. Sometimes it will

to break through to obtain information 
of the main body of ships. 


In such a case a battle cruiser would 
be used as a reinforcement of the scout- 
ing line and would make it possible to

In the same way a battle cruiser is an 
ideal ship for making a sudden raid on

It sometimes occurs in naval warfare 
that, even though one may not believe 
in the efficiency or desirability of a cer- 
tain weapon, it is necessary to have a 
certain number of these weapons if the 
enemy has them. 


It is probably true that for proper de- 
fense a nation should (have at least 
enough battle cruisers to offset those 
of the enemy.

Other events of the day's program in- 
cluded a drill by bluejackets from the 
warships on the White lot, a reception in 
honor of the commander-in-chief and na- 
tional oflTicers of the G. A. R. by the 
Ladies of the G. A. R. and camp reun- 
ions. 


The President's Address. 


In welcoming the veterans last night 
President Wilson in part said: 


"It is a singular thing that men of a 
single generation should have witnessed 
the crowded fifty years which you cele 
brate tonight. You took part when you 
were young men in a struggle, the mean- 
ing of which I dare say you thought 
would not be revealed during your life 
time, and yet more has happened in the 
making of this nation in your life time 
than has ever happened in the making 
of any other nation In the lifetime of a 
dozen generations. 


"The nation in whidi you. now live is 
not the nation for whose union you 
fought. 
You have 
seen 
many things 
which have made thb nation one of the 
representative nations of the world witn 
regard to the 
modem 
spirit of that 
world, and you have' the satisfaction, 
which I dare say few soldiers have ever 
had of looking back upon a war abso-

Millions Kept at Home by 
War Ban on Travel 
Abroad. 


Washington, Sept. 29.—In a recent in- 
terview, Franklin K. Lane, secretary of 
the Interior, expressed himself as grat- 
ified with the public interest in the de- 
velopment of our great national panics. 
"The number of visitors hag been stead- 
ily increasing," he said, "but this sum- 
mer's travel will be far ahead of other 
seasons. 
As the magnitude, beauty, and 
healthfulness of the parks are better 
understood it may be expected that the 
yearly travel to them will rapidly in- 
crease. Thus, the damage caused by the 
war is being neuptralized by inducing 
Americans to spend money at home. 
The whole conatry is the gainer by this 
intermingling of the people of the East 
and the West. • 


Secretary Lane's modest estimate of 
"at least a hundred million dollars" that 
Americans are saving to America this 
year is, indeed, conservative in com- 
parison with the figures compiled by 
Lockwood 
Barr, 
editor 
of the 
Wall 
Street Journal, who finds that the 600,- 
dOO Americans who go abroad each nor- 
mal year spend, in passage 
money 
alone, nearly $87,000,000. 
Most of the 
steamship lines, of course, are foreign. 


"It is quite impossible," he contin- 
ues, "to get even a fair approximation 
of the amount of money tourists spend 
while abroad in hotel bills, railroad, 
steamboat and other .^forms of trans- 
portation, gratuities, etc. 
An estimate 
by one who comcs in contact with a 
representative part of the regular sum- 
mer exodus of Americans 
to Europe 
places the amount of money spent in 
this wise at a very conservative mini- 
mum of $220,000,000; 
From the earnest 
sight-seer who has saved up $250 to 
$300 to lavish on a trip of five to six 
weeks' duration, to the substantial mid- 
dle-class 
traveler who can afl'ord to 
spend from $800 to $1,500, and even 
$2,000, in the course of a six to eight 
weeks' peregrination on the continent, 
not one seems to be immune from the 
temptation to buy. 


"And then there is the traveler who 
apiSroaches thé millionaire 
stage 
of 
worldlv - " 
' o if Miose who have 


knowledge of the American of this 
class abiija-. uit' lu Of bt-Iieved, spend 
a small fortune for incidental things 
ranging all the way from clothing to 
jewelry and minor art objects. 


"United States îîhports of art objects, 
measured over the past rew years, have 
averaged about $40,000,000 annually. In 
what are known as boom years, im- 
portations have gone as high as $50.- 
000,000. 


"It would be quite impossible to get 
Wen a fair estimate of the money spent 
for such things—as difficult, in fact, as 
it would be to estimate the expenditures 
of millionaires who fit themselves and 
their families out at the fashion cen- 
ters of Europe, and whose purchases of 
ar.t and historic objects may measure 
up to a $100,000 marble portico, 
or 
$500,000 for the whole side of an an- 
cient dwelling. 


' I t is nnt inconceivable that the class 
of travelerisi made up of multi-million- 
aires alone, if they were particularly 
extravagant and gratified t 00 many of 
their whinw, miirht spend In these waya

That is the plan of Kansas City so- 
cialists and, according to Harry Chil- 
ton, one of the organizers, the plan hiw 
grown to be considerably more than a 
plan, for things have already progressed 
60 far that half a dozen committees are 
traveling over the state looking for a 
town site.

nevertheless more powerful in general 
offense and defense than any other type 
of vessel. It is difficult to lay down a 
definite use for the battle, cruiser that 
•would apply under 
everything depends on 
opportunity at hand.

For 
instance, if the enemy's 
fleet 


happened to establish a base far away 
from its home waters and attempted to 
keep up the necessary line of communi- 
cations with home by a transport ser- 
vice a battle cruiser would he the ideal 
type of ship to attempt to destroy this 
line of communications. 


In the same way a battle cruiser is an 


ideal ship for making a sudden raid on 
an enemy's coast, but it must be re- 
membered that raids of this nature hare 
little military value and arc dependent 


for their success chiefly on the moral 
effect created. 


There is another self-evident use for 


the battle cruiser: In the previous ar- 
ticle I discussed the necessity for scout 
ships in order to determine the location 
of the enemy's fleet. Sometimes it will 
occur that the opposing scout screens 
will come into contact with cacli other 
—checkmate each other—and he unable 
to break through to obtain information 
of the main body of ships. 


In euch a case a battle cruiser would 


he used as a reinforcement of the scout- 
ing line and would make it possible to 
pierce the enemy's scouting line and 
get into actual 'touch with his main 
fleet. 


Of course, it poos without saying it 


would be the duty of a battle, cruiser, or, 
for that matter, of any other type of 
cruiser to attack and destroy any vessel 
of the enemy of inferior force.

A short breathing spell has 
been succeeded by the hardest presaure 
on German positions at the points weak- 
ened or shattered by the allied rush.

Uu» pressure is indicated by a telegram 
from Field Marshal French to the lord 
mayor of London thanking hiai for his 
message of'good will. The British com- 
mander added that tho message encour- 
aged bis troops "to push the immediate 
success to a really decisive issue."

As 
it progressed some, of the older veterans 
dropped from the linos. The old soldiers 
marched nearly in the center 
of the

avenue while the ambulances 


spun aloti£ nn both sides. 


Few Cases of Exhaustion, 


Considering tlie advanced age of the 


luon there seemed few exhaustions. The 
marching distance had been shortened 
as much 'as possible and tho weather 
was ideal, the heat from the sun being 
"tempered by a crisp breeze. 
The fife 


and drum corps got moat applause from 
the crowds. Thorn were times, of course, 
when the shrill tones from 
the fifes 


sounded a little weak, but that made no 
difference to those who heard it. 


The grand parade and presidential re- 


view was the crowding event of the 
annual reunion of the Grand Army of 
the Republic. It was in commemoration 
of the grand review after the close of 
tho civil war. 


A half century ago President Johnson 


from a grandstand in front of the wliite 
house reviewed 160,000 conquerors of 
the army of the north. Today President 
Wilson, from the same spot greeted the 
survivors. 
Estimates placed the num- 


ber of Ttterans in line at from 20,000 to 
40,000. 


Like Inauguration Days. 


Pennsylvania avenue from the capitol 


to the white house was thronged with a 
crowd of spectators that rivalled in- 
auguration times. All departments of 
the federal and district governments, 
the public schools and practically all 
business houses were closed for the oc- 
casion. 


The line ot march was from Peace 


monument, at the west entrance of the 
capitol grounds, up Pennsylvania avenue 
and through a court of honor erected in 
front of the white house. . 


At the head of the procession was 


Lieut. Gen. Nelson A. Miles with distin- 
guished army and navy officers as his 
aides. 
Col. George A. Holsey, chief of 


staff to the commandor-in-chief of the 
G. A. E., was the active marshal of the 
parade. The XT. S.- Grant post of Brook- 
lyn, M Y., acted as special guard to 
Commander-in-Clncf Palmer. 


Cheers For President. 


President 
Wilson, accompanied by 


military and naval aides, left the white 
house to take his place in the reviewing 
stand when guns fired on the Mall an- 
nounced the start ot the procession. 


The president was greeted with cheers 


as he entered his box and took a place 
on the spot President Johnson reviewed 
the union troops at the close of the civil 
war. 


Secretaries Garrison and Daniels oc- 


cupied seats to the left and right, re- 
spectively of the president, and behind 
him were grouped other members of the 
cabinet. Others in the president's im- 
mediate party were Miss Helen Wood- 
row Bones, Col. David J. Palmer, 
com- 


mandCT-in-chief of the G. A. R.; William j 
F. Gude, chairman of the general citi- 
zens' committee, and Lieut. Gen. Nelson 
A. Jliles, grand marshal of tho parade, 
who took a placo. there after the head 
of the parade had passed,

the 
president's reviewing 


stand was a guard of honor of soldier*, 
sailors and marines. 


Old War Flags Used. 


nirectly over the president's box a 


large American flag fluttered and beside 
it were the flags of the secretary of war 
and the secretary of tho navy. A part 


of lii.Sjbox was draped with flags used in 
the war. 


Otbor boxes in the president's stand 


were occupied by eivil war nurses. 


Tlio court of honor in froiit of the 


white house was decorated with flays 
and green and whito bunting and tlie 
stands were packed with govern-.ent of- 
tieials, members of tlie diplomatic corps, 
relatives and friends of tlic veterans. 


Others in Line. 


In addition to tlie veterans in line 


there were sons of veterans, various citi- 
zens military organizations, troops- of 
the regular army, marine corps and sail- 
•ors from the fleet of warships anchored 
in the Potomac. Veterans marched in 
their respective Grand 
Army depart- 


ment, the line being hoaded by the de- 
partment of Illinois, which was the first 
to be organized after the war. 
Lieut. 


George C. Bound, special veterans' sig- 
nal corps association, gave the signal 
announcing the start 
of the parade. 


With President Wilson to review the 
procession were members of the cabinet 
other distinguished ofiicers of the United 
States, justices of the supreme court 
and members of congress. 


Other events of the day's program in- 


cluded a drill by bluejackets from tins 
warships on the White lot, a reception i 
honor of tlie commander-in-chief and na- 
tional officers of the 0. A. II. by the 
Ladies of the G. A. R. and camp reun- 
ions,

The President's Address. 


In welcoming the veterans last night 


President Wilson in part said: 


"It is a singular thing that men of a 


single generation should have witnessed 
the crowded fifty years which you cele- 
brate tonight. You took part when you 
were young men in a struggle, the mean- 
ing of which I daro say you thought 
would not be revealed during your life 
time, and yet more has happened in the 
making of this nation in your life time 
than has ever happened in the making 
of any other nation In the lifetime of a 
dozen generations. 


'"Die nation in which you now live-is 


not the nation for whose union you 
fought. 
Von have 
se.cn 
many things 


which have made this nation one of Hie 
representative nations of the, world witn 
regard to the 
modern 
spirit of t.hat 


world, and you have the satisfaction, 
which T dare say few soldiers hax-e ever 
had of looking back upon a war abso- 
lutely unique, in this, that instead of de- 
stroying, healed; that, instead of mak- 
ing permanent division it. made a noi- 
manont union. 
This nation was from 


the beginning a spiritual enterprise, nnd 
you have seen the spirits of the. two 
once divided sections of this country, 
absolutely united. A war which eccmnd 
as if it had the seed of every kind of 


bittcrnesH in it has snen a ninglo genera* 
tion put bitterness absolutely out of it» 
heart, and you feel, as J nm sure th* 
men wlin fought against, you feel, that 
you won: comrades ovt-n then, though 
you did not know it, anil that now you 
know that, you nre comrades in a com- 
mon love for a country which you ar* 
equally eager to serve. 


"This is a miracle, of the spirit so fa* 


as national history is concerned.
